Which Took Place Over the Heart of 


London Between German and

of persons from the millions who 
saw the first Zeppelin raid over the 
•heart of London, on the 
night 
of 


September 8, reached New York to- 
day aboard the steamship 
Orduua, 


with thrilling stories of the fight in 
the sky between the invaders and 
British aircraft and other details of 
the damage inflicted which had hith- 
erto been suppressed by the British. 
censor. There were said to be three 
Zeppelins in 
the 
fleet, 
although 


•those who told the story today had 
seen but one. They circled over the 
'theatre and hotel district of London, 
•dropping explosive and 
incendiary 


'bombs. One of the latter it was said 
destroyed by fire an eitire block of 
warehouses within five minutes walk 
of St. Paul's church. 
An explosive 


bomb ripped through a six-story ten- 
ement in the center of the city, shat- 
tering the building from top to bot- 
•tom and killing 
a dozen or 
more 


men, women and children as they 
slept. 
\ Several bombs, according to the 
eye-witnesses, fell near three hospit- 
als in a cluster, the central one of 
which was the Opthalmic hospital, 
tfull of wounded soldiers. 
All three 


buildings were rocked to their found- 
ations and not a pane of glass was 
left intact. The patients had to be 
moved into the street, where they 
lay for hours on their cots, while the 
damage was repaired. 


The roar of guns from the city 


was punctuated at intervals by the 
explosions of bombs which fell in 
Newgate street, not far 
from 
St. 


Paul's cathedral, 
in 
Holborn, 
in 


Chaepside, in Gloomfleld street, not 
far from the Liverpool street sta- 
tion and near the waterfront of the 
Thames river in that section of the 
city in which St. Paul's is located.

"My wife and I watched the Zep- 


pelin 'from a balcony of our hotel, 
the Metropole," (which is near the 
National Gallery and the 
Strand),

There was hardly a space of five 


seconds during the ten minutes or

louder, those who had fled at first 
to cellars gained courage and came 
out into the streets.

The bursting shells lighting 
the

meteors, 
shattered 
into

Zeppelin maneuvered over the Hol- 
born section of London, circling at 
least twice. The maneuvers ended 
when a shell burst almost directly 
under the air craft's bow. 


It was unofficially reported ap- 


proximately forty persons were kill- 
ed by bombs and two hundred or 
more wounded. About half of these 
it was said, were women and child- 
ren. 


The steamship Rotterdam, which 


also arrived today, brought scores 
of passengers who witnessed the air 
raid. 
They, too, said that they had 


seen but one Zeppelin, but that it 
was a sight never to be forgotten. 
They told of a bus 
in 
Cheapside 


blown to pieces by one of the Zeppe- 
lin bombs, virtually obliterating its 
sixteen passengers.

of the embassy in Grosvenor Square 
was told by Frank C. Page, the am- 
bassador's son.

sion, and the greater the rapidity 
with which movement is made, the 
greater the combustion of the stored 
:uel;

weight. 
Activity contracts the mus- 


cle, producing heat. 
This contrac- 


:ion of the muscles also dilates the 
blood-vessels so that the blood 
in 


reater quantities 
and with 
more 


rapidity passes through the muscles, 
and combustion is going on through 
the entire body, eating up fuol, and 
[iterating force and energy 


The more perfect the oppositions 


the greater the muscular tension, so 
we give an exercise in perfect op- 
positions, which may 
be taken as 


rapidly as desired, concentrating in 
one's exercise the maximum of re- 
sults—reduction of weight through 
combustion and muscular control in 
oppositions. 


It must not be assumed that only 


the over-fat people need 
muscular 


exercise. Subnormal weight may be 
due to poor assimilation, poor circu- 
lation, resulting in underfed tissue. 
So that while proper muscular exer- 
cise reduces unnecessary fat,

who will tell him what he ought to 
do. Cornelius promptly does so; and 
Peter convinced by 
a .trance the 


prompting of the Holy Spirit, and 
the account given by the messengers 
from Cornelius, goes with his es- 
cort. When be arrives at the house of 
Cornelius he finds that the latter 
lias congregated his near relations 
and friends; and he says: "Now wo 
are all here present before God to 
hear all things that are commanded 
thee of God." 


Peter 
immediately 
begins 
to 


preach Christ as the only Savior of 
the world; and while he speaks tho 
Holy Ghost 'falls on all them that 
hoar it. 


The Jews present are all amazed 


at this sign af God's favor vouch- 
ed to the Gentiles; and Peter chal- 
lenges: "Can any man forbid water 
that those should not be 
baptized 


who liavo received tlm Holy Ghost 
as wc-Il as wo." And he commanded 
them to be baptized in the name of 
Jesus.

spite his moralty. 
These were (a) 


belief in Jesus; (b) 
baptism into
